Free Trips? 


With vacation time just around the corner, the Los 
Angeles County Department of Consumer Affairs has 
Issued this warning; don’t be taken in by promotional 
schemes offering free trips to Las Vegas or other vaca¬ 
tion spots. 

Numerous complaints have come to the department 
regarding one particular company, Columbia Research 
Cori)oration of Chicago. Several states, incluiding Cali¬ 
fornia, are suing tihe company for alleged fraudulent 
business practices and false advertising, but in spite of 
a court injunction against it, Columbia Resc*arch is still 
©{XTaiing in Los Angeles County and throughout the 
state. 

Here’s how this mail order rip-off works. Consumers 
receive a letter which supposedly goes only to lucky com- 
pwiter-selected people. It promises an “on-the-hou.se” three- 
day holiday for two In Las Vegas and offers a “super¬ 
casino gambling package” of more than ^00 in gam¬ 
bling benefits, 12 free meals, $24 in free drinks, a free 
rental cor for 24 hours, and much more. All you have 
to do to receive these terrific benefits is send $15.95 to 
cover computer processing and handling. There is a 
guarantee of a " 100 % refund” if the vacation is not sat¬ 
isfactory. 

All of Hie complaints against Columbia Research 
came from consumers who sent their $15.95, but wlien 
they requested refurkds, never received them. Many asked 
for refunds because they were told later that accommo¬ 
dations weren’t available on the days they wanted (for 
example, the offer didn’t apply to weekends). Others 
changed their minds when the second mailing revealed 
terms and conditions not mentioned in the first letter. 

Some actually went on the trip but found the ac- 
ewnmoKtetions and "free gifts” neither satisfactory nor 
free. One woman who went to Las Vegas wTote that: 

1) The ’’free” cash nickels for gambling were offered 
by the casinos $1 at a time on consecutive hours. This 
required running from club to club eaoh hour, and the 
cost of tax fare cancelled out the complimentary nickels. 

2) The 12 “free” meals were only snacks at a counter; 
(or example, a 40 cent hot dog and a soft drink. 

3> The "on-the-house” hotel room required a room 
service charge In advance. A refund was promised but 
was virtually impsis-sible to collect. 

4) The “free” 24-hour car rental wag contingent on 
renting the car for an additional day or more. 

■nie same woman claims there were warnings on a 
locai Las Vegas radio station about these unscrupulous 
promotions. However, for p)eople who had sp»ent hard- 
earned money for transportation to Las Vegas, these warn¬ 
ings came too late. 

The Los Angeles County Department of Consumer Af¬ 
fairs advises consumers to be skeptical about offers that 
sound too good to be true. They are.

No-fault automobile insurance is not porfect. But as 
other states have found, no-fault is a lot betler than 
the present fault system lawyers love so muoh. 

^ce again we have a chance for our own no-fault 
system In California, a no-fault plan that will pay all 
accident vic.ims promptly and fairly without costly 
delays trying to prove who was to blame. Law suits still 
would be allowed in serious cases.

Know enough basie facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do—that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it A majority of young people 
have not tried it and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana qr 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and Ixidy. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug daring the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. Hie possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people v/ho say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Q. — Would you send me 
a list of stocks that I could 
invest in, please? 

A. — I don’t advise in¬ 
dividuals on what stocks to 
invest in. I do help compile 
a Model Portfolio that is 
published every three 
months in Better Investing 
and I’d be glad to send you 
a copy fo the April issue 
which contains the latest 
one. There are 12 stocks in 
that list which is designed 
to serve as a beginning port¬ 
folio. It should give you 
some good Ideas. 

Q. — I have just been 
working with my accountant 
preparing my tax return aind 
he told me something that I 
question and which if he is 
right, is going to cost me a 
lot of money. I own shares 
in a company which I have 
Ixiught at different time.s 
over many years. Some 
shares I Iriught in 1948 and 
1 odily paid $9 a share for 
them. Another 100 shares 
that I bought in 1969 cost 
$.31 a share.

I 
received $2 886 for the shares 
and thought that I could aso

and sell a part of your hold¬ 
ings, that if you don’t iden¬ 
tify the particular purchase 
that you are selling, the 
Treasury Department says 
you have sold your oldest 
shares and bases your tax¬ 
able profit on the oldest 
shares you have. Tliat means 
I’ll have a thousand dollars 
more of taxable profit than 
I though I would have. Is 
he right? 

A. — Yes, your accountant 
is right. When you sell shares 
of a stock that you have 
purchased at different times 
and only sell part of your 
holdings, the Treasury De¬ 
partment will take the posi¬ 
tion that you first sell the 
first shares you purchased 
and base your taxable pro¬ 
fit on their cost. When you 
place the order to sell with 
your broker, you should tell 
him the date of purchase of 
the shares you are selling 
and he will note that date 
on your invoice. That will 
give you the record you need 
for tax purpioses. 

If you wanted to mini¬ 
mize your curre.nt taxes, you 
could have sold the lot you 
paid $31 a share for. That 
would have given you a loss 
for tax purposes. 

Q. — I own shares In In- 
lemational Business Ma- 
concerned about the way the 
price of the stock keeps fall¬ 
ing. Would you advise me 
to sell my shares? 

A. — As I’ve often said, 
I don’t know what the price 
of any stock will be tomor¬ 
row or the next day, but 
when you look at what ap¬ 
pear to be the basic V 2 Llues 
In IBM, I think I would be 
much more inclined to buy at 
this point than to sell. At 
$241, it Is about as low as 
It has been in the last two 
years yet sales and earnings 
are expected this year to be 
up about $4 billion or 25 per 
cent over what they were 
two years ago. Some a.na- 
lysts are concerned that 
IBM’s earnings are not 
growing as fast as they 
would like them to, but with 
IBM’s position of leadership 
and the new products it has 
in the hopper, I would not 
be concerned about its fu¬ 
ture. I really don’t expect 
IBM to grow at 149?'-15% 
for ever, and it will still bt- 
a very valuable company if 
it cventjoally drops down to 
an 8%-9'^ growth rate. 


The Japanese seem deter¬ 
mined to give IBM some 
competition and they are 
able competitors, but it 
could be they have never 
faced as tough a competi¬ 
tor as IBM.
